PARIS, France — (IP)— Two persons 


known to have been "killed and 


at least three seriously injured Fri- 
day when the St. Louis bridge behind 
the famous Cathedral of Notre Dame 
collapsed after a heavy barge knock- 
ed out its central arch. 


Police said as gas main exploded af- 


ter the barge struck the bridge, plung- 
ing the structure with pedestrians and 
vehicles into the stream, 


Police estimated (hero were at least 


20 persons on the bridge at the time 
of the accident. Seven were taken 
from the river. Five were resusciatcd, 
but two arc dead. Thirteen arc un- 
accounted for.

too scon. Particularly they can't bo 
too quick about sending Finland arms, 
aircraft and anti-tank guns. 


For any 
clay, now, these brave 


little people may be cut off from out- 
side aid by their enemy, the Red 
Army, and by their hitherto friend, 
"General Weather." 


Thus far General Weather has blown 


warm enough not to freeze the Gulf 
of Bothnia, across which come ships 
from Sweden. Buy '.wo weeks pro- 
bably will see navigation through this 
gulf possible only at a few points, 
and only by icebreakers. 


Already Finland's Arctic port Pet- 


samo, has been captured, so foreign 
help—must soon- come-largely by the 
fcw roads and the single-track rail- 
road from Sweden via Tornea. There, 
since track gauges differ, goods must 
be unloaded again. But, working day 
and night, the Finns are clearing 40 
trains every 24 hours. , . 


A vital spol, this Tornea, and for an- 


Finns lose it, 
they lose touch with Scwcden and 
the rest of the world hot by rail alone' 
but by road also.

Vital to Finns' Industry 


Tornea today is menaced not only 


with capture by Red infantry flound- 
ering nearer in snow, but with de- 
struction by Red bombers waiting for 
tricky General Weather to change his 
mind—which he may do any time. 
Thus far mostly he has kept the plan- 
es grounded with fog and snow, either 
falling or melting. Once he turns on 
the usual freezing temperatures, the 
bombing of Tornea becomes even more 
important than the bombing of Hels- 
inki. 


For as Tornea goes, so, ultimately, 


goes the industrial and commercial 
heart of the Finland to the south. For 
the Finns have neither reserve suppl- 
ies 
of weapons, nor means to forge 


new ones, sufficient for a long dc- 
fcasc against the Russian masses of 
men, tanks and airplanes. 


lied Invasion Is no Blitzkrieg 


So the Finns must fight and fight, 


to savo Tornea, counter-attacking the 
Russian's encircling columns, spread 
out over roads few and rough, sup- 
plied partly by sledge through coun- 
try rugged with fen, lake and forest— 
a shining mark for the thrusts of the 
guerilla Finns. 


Should they fail to save Tornea, they 


may still withdraw within their strong 
hold defended be yet more lakes, aid-

WASHINGTON - 
Suddenly more 


merchant ships go down than at 
any time since war began, and a start- 
led world asks: Is this a new "un- 
restricted mine warfare," dangerous 
to Allied and neutral shipping alike? 


Or arc storms at sea at least partly 


responsible for this new terror? The 
rough weather over orlh Sea and Bri- 
tish Channel" that has sent loose 
minc.s crashing ashore on the coasts 
of Belgium and Holland, may also 
have driven thorn against the sides 
of those ships. We shall know if, 
when the storms .subside, the sink- 
ings al.so subside. 


But if the .sinkings continue unabat- 


ed or even increase, then evidently 
Europe faces a mine offensive by the 
only belligerent that would profit— 
Gerniuny. 


Most of her submarines can lay min- 


es, as in the last war they did along i 
our own coast and sank our cruiser 
San Diego. These mines are steel 
containers for roughly .TOO pounds of 
TNT exploded cither by being struck 
».V a ship, or by water moved by a 
ship's approach. 


There are also magnetic mines de- 


tonated by a steel hull. Most mines 
lurk beneath the waves, perhaps 25 
feet, 
fastened 
by cables connected 


with anchors on the bottom. So, al- 
though to sink a ship takes more min- 
es planted lhan torpedoes or shells 
aimed, mines arc dangerous to 
ship, belligerent or neutral.

con. In one of them, he called for an

Exercises Involving Spinal Column Should Be 


f 
Taken With Precautions 


(This is the first of two articl- 


es-, by Dr. Fislibein on physical 
training-ill relation to the construc- 
Ucii'.of the tyody.) 


The human body is an extraordinary 


mechanism. Because of its complexity. 
all sorts; of strange notions are deve- 
loped about .keeping it in the best 
\vorking condition. 


It recently occurred to the professor 


of anatomy in Cambridge Universit. 
England; to consider the question of 
physical training for the human body 
in relationship to its construction. 
The first question for consideration 
in this regard is always the spine. 


Thespinal column has been described 


as a remarkable piece of mechanism. 
It is strong enough to support hund- 
reds of pounds, yet at the same 
time is ^aint and elastic. It is fur- 
nished with levers and muscles and 
can be bent in eVery direction. 


It grows rapidly during the first 


two years of life, increasing from 
eight inches to IBV-i inches. In the 
a,dult man it is about 28^ inches 
long, and in a woman 24','z inches. 
From birth to adult life the spine in- 
creases in length three and a half 
times. 
. . 


Between each one of the bones of the 


spine there is tissue known as the 
intervertebral .disk, in the center 
of which is a soft material called the 
nucleus pullposus. This serves essent- 
ially the Junction of a ballbearing, les- 
sening the shoe kof contact between 
the bones of the spine, and also per- 
mitlting them to rotate easilj( one on 


the other. 


Only in recent years has the im- 


portance of these ballbearing devices 
come to be fully realized. They arc 
delicate, and. if they happen to be 
squeezed or pushed out of place, a 
long-continued pain in the buck may 
result. In relationship to physical ex- 
ercises performed for health, they 
;>re especially important. 


In calisj'henics of the old type, touch- 


ing of the toes while bending over, 
and twisting of the trunk were great- 
ly emphasized. Nowadays, it is realiz- 
ed that there may be danger to those 
delicate structures from such 
ex- 


ercises if they are taken in too ener- 
getic a manner. They are particularly 
dangerous for people with long legs and 
short arms, who are likely to put too 
much strain on the spine. 


The experts who study such exercis- 


es from, the body are inclined to be- 
lieve that the mobility of the spine is 
largely an individual characteristic 
They say that the rough and tumble 
of such gomes as football, soccer 
b'asobr.ll and cricket is much loss 
dangerous than squad drill or organiz- 
ed '"jerks" of the spine.

Then we may be liberated 
from the plants for the production of 
carbohydrates and these great basic 
energy-producing foods may be pro- 
duced in chemical plants operating

If so. we should probably still de- 


pend on animals and some plants for 
fats and proteins, It is, however, very 
likely that the time is not far off 
when mineral constituents, vitamins.

Only Five Teams in Modem History 


Have Matched Vols' Perfect Year

The Tennessee Volunteers were no 


better than a 600-to-l shot to 'do it 
but they came through unbeaten, un- 
tied, and unscored on. 


Almost every season produces a few 


teams that manage to slip, through a 
long campaign without being tied 'or 
beaten. But only six teams in the 
history of modern football have' been 
able to keep their goal line uncrossed 
in their victory parades. 


Gridiron clubs that go unbeaten-and 


untied figure they've had a; perfect 
season. But the real "perfect" sea- 
son should be unbeaten, untied and 
unscored on. In baseball a pitcher 
who tosses a nohitter thinks he has 
had a perfect game but the highest 
recognition should go to the twirlers 
who didn't allow a man to reach 
first base. 


The Vols had some narrow shaves 


but in the clutch they had the streng- 
th to preserve their amazing defen- 
sive record, 
., 


Since modern football came in with 


the development of the forward pass 
around 1912, only Texas A and M; Col- 
gate, DePauw, Duke and Tennessee 
from among 135 of the leading col- 
leges surveyed have compiled, per- 
fect campaigns. 


Dana X Bible, now at Texas, is the 


only coach to produce two 
perfect 


teams. His Texas Aggies shut out 18 
opponents while rolling up 545 points 
in 1917 and 1913. 
- •. 


Next came Colgate's renowned un- 


beaten, untied, unscored on and un- 
invited Red Raiders of 1932. Andy 
Kcrr's squad marched through ' nine 


foes without yielding a point, scored 
264 themselves, but failed to receive 
a Rose Bowl invitation. 


DePauw of Indiana, playing a com- 


paratively 
minor 
league 
schedule, 


blanded seven rival in 1933. 


Just a year ago Walace Wade built 


a marvelous 
defensive machine at 


Duke. The Blue Devils whipped nine 
foes and scored 114 points without 
giving up a point. Then they went 
to the Rose Bdwl and lost to South- 
ern California 3-7 in a thrill-packed 
late last quarter passing flurry. 


Now come the Volunteers. They've 


won 10 games, perhaps half of them 
againsi 
none-too-sturdy 
opposition, 


scored 212 points and received a bid 
too the Rose Bowl. They're in the 
same spot as was Duke a year ago 
and they'll meet the same team, South- 
ern California.
